SURRENDERED. 


Funds Are Insufficient at the Present 


Time to Keep the Institution 


Open—Meeting Held. 


At a joint meeting of the Board of 


Trustees and the Board of Lady Man- 
agers of the City Hospital, held Mon- 
day evening, it was practically decided 
that this worthy 
institution would 


have to be abandoned. 
For 
several 


years the hospital has been in ope- 
ration _in this city, supported by the 
untiring efforts of the ladies compos- 
ing the Board of Managers, assisted 
by the Board of Trustees. 


The actual operating expenses have 


been close to $200, and 
at no time 


has the income from 
paid patients, 


approximated this sum. 
The differ- 


ence has been made up by voluntary 
contributions, entertainment courses, 
and in other ways, and by great labor 
and strict economy, the institution has 
been able to meet every 
obligation 


assumed. 


But the time has come when it is 


not feasible to continue in this man- 
ner. Lately the patients admitted to 
the hospital have by a large majority 
ben charity patients. This increases 
the expense while the revenue has not 


j been increased and of necessity, the 
' funds at, hand have been exhausted. 
As is well known this worthy insti-! 
tution has no endowment, receives no 
aid from the city, and has no stated 
income, so that its existence has been 
precarious.

,.Paris,, Jan, 31.—The .session of the 
chamber of deputies was devoted to 
interpellations concerning the attitude 
of France on the Armenian question 
and the Transvaal war. The chamber 
unanimously approved the declara- 
tions of M. Delcasse, minister of fot- 
eign affahs. Several statesmen urged 
ihe Fiench government to bring about 
intervention in South Africa, Abbe 
Lemire (Christian Socialist) saying: 
"We made the United States fiee, let 
us make the Boers free also." 51. Del- 
casse, replying, said France was will- 
ing to invoke arbitration when certain 
that the offer would be accepted, but 
;hat nothing had happened during the 
Transvaal war to indicate that an 
offer of mediation would be fa\orab!y 
received. 
If such an offer were re- 


jected, continued the minister of for- 
eign auairs, it would be necessary to 
impose mediation, which would have 
made war inevitable. "We aic, there- 
fore, obliged to refrain," said M. Del- 
casse, "whatever may be our sympa- 
thies professed for that courageous 
people.' 


Tax on Tea and Beer. 


Washington, Jan 21.—The Repub- 


lican members of the ways and means 
committee decided to begin fon i'leri- 
tion of the bill reducing t*ic war reve- 
nue taxes, and after a. conference, at- 
tended by all of thf Republican mem- 
bers of the committee. Chairman 
Payne gave out the following state- 
ment: "The Republican members of 
the committee on ways and means 
have taken up the subject of war rev- 
enue.
